For on Tzeſday Night laſt, it pleaſed God to 
diſcover in Bury an horrid Popiſh Plot, for the burning, blow- 
ing-up, and deſtroying of that Town : The Train was laid 
twice the length of your Alley (which is about thirty yards. 
The Inhabitants are now up in Arms, though they, had reſi- 
| ſtance made them by the Papiſts ; 'and in ſearching their 
Houſes, three -Proteſtants were killed, and nine wounded. 
At Sudbury about twelve Miles from us, three or four 
hundred of the Inhabitants have armed themſelves in their own 
aefence, and have ſearched ſeveral Papiſts Houſes : What will 
be the" effe&t of .theſe things, God only knows.

1s as this fin of 
Witchcraft, which defigns to dethrore God's Vicegerent, our lawful King; whom he has 
placed over us. If this be the Word of God, how can any Perſon 'be ſo impudent as 
to ſay that Rebellion is not a damning Sin ? and fince we know alſo that Lrcifer was the 
fixſt Rebel. As to the ſecond 'Head, moſt Engliſh-men do communicate in the Church of Eyg- 
land, or to qualifie them have communicated therein, and thereby are Members thereof : 
Now ſurely every good Chriſtian muſt believe that Church to be tHe beſt and moſt con- 
formable to the Word of God, that he. voluntary communicates in, and.is a Member of : 
If ſhe is the beſt Church in our belief, then -we do alſo believe her Do@rines to be true 
and agreeable to God's Word, for if any of her DoQrints be falſe in our Opinion, then 
we cannot believe her to be the beſt Church, and ſo muſt renounce her Communion, -and 
ſeck ſome other : Now our Church of Exgland does abhor that damnable 'Dodrine of the 
Feſuits own Invention, viz. That SubjeRs for or.upon proves of Religion may fight , 
againſt and depoſe their lawful Sovereign., Now I dare afhim not any ten of their other 
Tenets has made them fo hateful to all good Men, as this pernicious onez now ſhall we 
abhor them (o exceedingly for this depoling DoGtrine, and yet practice the ſame our ſelves, . 
then certainly we muſt for the future either hate our fclves, or eſe take thoſe Feſwits and em-

Maxim has. been allowed in all Ages to be true, that it is a preſumption in any. Perſon, 
or in any number of private-Men, to think themſclves' wiſer than the Law. __. 

And now let it be maturely confidered whether it had not been. well for this King- + 
dom, if the Advice given in this Speech had' been followed 5 for who.is ignorant, that 
knows any thing of our Hiſtory, of . the many thouſand Lives. that were loſt in the, 

' bloody diſpute for the Crown, between the Houſes' of York and Lancafter; more Engliſh 
Blood was ſpent in this unnatural War, than in twice Conquering the Kingdom of France;
